INTERVENOR DEFENDANT DAKOTA ACCESS, EEC’S 
MOTION TO EXTEND STAY OF RESOLUTION OF MOTION TO COMPEL 
PROMPT COMPLETION OF ADMINISTRATIVE RECORD 

In aeeordanee with the Court’s July 22, 2019 Minute Order, Intervenor Defendant Dakota 
Aeeess, EEC (“Dakota Aeeess”) respeetfully moves the Court to extend the stay of resolution of 
Dakota Aeeess’s Motion to Compel Prompt Completion of the Administrative Reeord (“Motion 
to Compel”), D.E. 216, while Dakota Aeeess eontinues to pursue the outstanding reeords through 
other means. The Minute Order requires Dakota Aeeess to inform the Court on or before August 
22, 2019 “whether it will withdraw the Motion, seek a further stay of the Motion, or ask for the 
Court to resolve it.” Dakota Aeeess eontinues to pursue many of the relevant reeords through a 
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Freedom of Information Aet (“FOIA”) request to the Department of Justiee, Department of the 
Army, Department of Interior, and Couneil for Environmental Quality. However, Dakota Aeeess’s 
FOIA request to eaeh is still in proeess. Dakota Aeeess still has reeeived no doeuments at all from 
three of these ageneies, and, as noted previously, the fourth (the Department of the Army) has 
made a defieient produetion eonsisting solely of the original administrative reeord in this matter. 
Aeeordingly, Dakota Aeeess respeetfully requests that the Court further stay eonsideration of its 
Motion to Compel to allow time for proeessing Dakota Aeeess’s FOIA request. 

CONCLUSION 

For the foregoing reasons, Dakota Aeeess respeetfully requests that the Court grant its 
motion to extend the stay of resolution of its Motion to Compel.
